The Negro Vote. 

So much has been written and said about 
the right of suffrage that it is surprising 
how simple a thing should be so misunder- 
stood. It has been a mam t with 
the Radicals that the right of suffrage is a 
natural right, and possibly the Fifteenth 
amendment was erfacted by the influence 
of this fallacy. Take from the right of 
suffrage the power of majorities to bind 
unwilling minoritees and the entire sub- 
stance of the right is gone. Now, that 
any number of people have a natural right 
to paes laws binding upon muy other peo- 
ple against the will of the latter, is an ab- 
surdity so transparent that it would be 
folly to discuss it. Yet this is precisely 
the argument of the natural right of suf- 
frage. The right of suffrage is simply, in 
legal parlance, a franchwe; a right or priv- 
ilege conferred by the government on some 
of its citizens to the exclasion of the rest. 
it owes its origin, as well as its every lim- 
itation, to the social compact under which 
the State is established, and the power of 
majorities extends just so far as that social 
compact allows it. There are no nat- 
ural boundaries @ confine this tran- 
chise; it may be confined to « very 
small portion of the population, as in 
ancient Venice, or, if the State choose, it 
may include every citizen as proposed by 
the women's and baby’s rights agitators. 
It i strictly a civil right, and subject only 
to the restiricUvas Of me Cunetitution.

this: Heretofore, as now, the entire popula- |

The 
information the negroes derive trom this 
source may be fairly judged by the speeches 
delivered on the celebration of the passage 
of the amendment held in this city, the in- 
formation consisting of highly-colored pie 
tures of the whipping post and the auction 
block, with alternations of outrages which 
might in the tancy of the orators occur. 
To be sure this was news to Kentucky ne- 
groes, nineteen twentieths of whom never 
saw either of these accessories to the “in- 
stitudion,” but it is not that information 
which will qualify the negro to consider 
the merits ot politica) questions in a clearer 
light. 

There are among the negroes, both in 
this State and elsewhere, many of their 
own race who are striving with all their 
might to elevate the negro to the level of 
his political condition. These negroes are, 
to be sure, mostiy Radicals, but, earnest 
as they are in their work, they cannot but 
assist their fellow-freedmen to a clearer 
understanding of the principles which we 
advocate. Though for years to come the 
negro vote should go solid against the 
Democratic party, yet, if they are but con- 
vinced of the justice of our great princi- 
ples of equal taxation and favors to no 
class, they will ultimately be of the great- 
est assistance to the West and South in 
laying off the yoke which the Bast has 
placed upon our necks. 

It. om the other hand, we utterly neglect 
| them and tall to place betore them those 
| fundamental ideas which bind us to- 
| gether as a party, the inevitable result 
| must be the formation of factions not less 
dangerous to the wellare of the country

Among the ministers now in L duisville 
attending the session ot the Presbyterian 
General Assembly, is one having slight fig- 
| ure and swart complexion, who attracts a 

degree of attention somewhat out of pro- 

portion to his rather unimposing presence 
| and unobtrusive demeanor. One would 
hardly take this man ior a famous divine, 
and still less for a brilliant orator. He 
moves about quietly like a shadow, but he 
is an active religious leader, and close, ob-

glow in the eye; a certain restless tremor

nius. The man is named PAL, and he 
comes from New Orleans, where he is very 
weil known and appreciated. 

Of Dr. Pal, as of many of his col- 
leagues, much might be written; but the 
purpose of this writing is not a personal 
sketch or a clerical criticism, but a story, 
which we shall take leave to iell after our 
own fashion, in which he played the part, 
unintentionally, of hero.

It wasa day of thanks- 
giving, for we thought we had something 
to be thankful about. Nay, in those days 
we were easy to please, and, witha), some- 
what genial, if not jocose, in our deal- 
ings with Providence, Be this as it may,
